Should kindergarten 
be a full-day program?

WILMINGTON - Should the Wilmington School 
System consider implementing a full-day Kindergarten 
program next year? 

Parents with children ages three and four will be able 
to add their two cents to the discussion. Within the 
next month or so, Superintendent of Schools Geraldine 
O'Donnell will mail to parents a survey in which they 
are asked if they wish to expand the current half-day 
Kindergarten program into a full one 

Currently, the survey is in draft form, but 
Superintendent O'Donnell says that mothers and 
fathers can expect it in their mailboxes soon 

“If, within a month or so, there are parents of three- 
or-four-year-olds who don't receive this survey, then, 
by all means, call our office or drop in at our early 
childhood center,” O'Donnell said at the October 25 
School Committee meeting. “We'd be happy to have 


you fill one out 

The survey will be the product of a readiness com 
mittee that O Donnell has formed to determine the fea 
sibility of such a full-day program. Another committee 
has also been formed to explore what curricula such a 
program would possibly follow

The Final Days 


When we head to the polls on Tuesday, November 7, we will be 
faced with a choice that has been summed up most effectively by 
that candy bar commercial on TV. In that amusing 30-second 
spot, a head-scratching voter, worn to the bone by months of 
debates, negative ads, hollow promises, loud sighs and mangled 
syllables, stares down at his empty ballot and listens to both of the 
figures standing on each of his burdened shoulders. On one 
shoulder is a donkey, leaning forward into his ear, telling him to 
smooch him ‘cuz he’s on TV. Onthe other shoulder is an elephant, 
standing tall and proud, telling him to vote for him because, hey, 
his daddy was president. The voter rolls his eyes, heaves a 
defeated sigh, and digs in his heels for a long night in the voting 
booth. 

Some of us have been confidently in the corner of our candidate 
of choice for quite some time now. Others are ready to step into 
the voting booth, pinch their nose with one hand and pull the lever 
with the other 

And then there are those precious “undecideds,” the ones who 
this election seasen have replaced the almighty Soccer Mom as 
the stars of focus groups, news segments, and nightly polls. 
They're caught in quite a catch-22 this time around. Lots of people 
don’t like Al Gore, but they take comfort in the fact that he has 
mastered the intricacies of the Internet, the environment, the 
combustible engine, and the human genome. Others like George 
W. Bush, but they wonder if he’ll remember foreign leaders’ 
names as he sits across from them during crucial summits. 

Onthe whole, people know how they feel about guns and health 
care and social security and education and abortion and the death 
penalty. Given this benefit of the doubt that we can afford one 
another, it should be clear to everyone who they want to send to 
the White House. However, as the wildly fluctuating polls have 
shown, the issue is not clear. In fact, in the volatile USA Today/ 
CNN/Gallup Poll, Bush and Gore have switched leads as many as 
nine times since Labor Day. 

Ultimately, when we step into the voting booth on Tuesday, it 
is fair to predict that many of us are going to base our decision on 
emotions. It is reasonable to forecast that when all of the exit polls 
are taken, voters are going to say that they made their choice 
based on the content that lives and breathes in the hearts of either 
Bush or Gore. 

If that proves so, then a ticklish irony will have been achieved. 

In 1992, the Republicans tried to make issues out of not 
inhaling, protesting against the Vietnam War on foreign soil, and 
fooling around with the women folk. The Democrats responded 
by telling us, “It’s the economy, stupid.” 

In 1996, the Republicans tried to make issues out of spoiled land 
deals, snatched FBI files, travel office firings, and fooling around 
with the women folk. The Democrats responded by sticking to the 
issues. 

In the time since, we have been subjected to wagging fingers, 
misused cigars, quibbling over the definition of the word “is,” and 
an embarrassing impeachment trial. 

It is likely that neither Bush nor Gore will embarrass our nation 
with variations on any of the things mentioned above. A question, 
however, remains. Could this election on Tuesday actually be one 
in which character, at long last, really matters?

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Rebuilding Woburn Street bridge 
gets ‘positive reception’

WOBURN - The possibility of 
rebuilding the New Boston Street 
bridge to connect the Woburn In- 
dustrial Park with Wilmington got 
a “reasonably positive reception” 
at a recent regional planning meet- 
ing, according to the WRA Execu- 
tive Director Donald Borchelt 

At this week's meeting the 
Woburn Redevelopment Authority 
(WRA), Borchelt said he and 
Woburn Mayor Robert Dever dis- 
cussed the possibility of rebuilding 
the bridge at a meeting of the North 
Suburban Planning Council 

“With the construction of the 
new interchange (off Route 93), it 
made sense to take another look,” 
said Borchelt 

Borchelt said the mayor has 
asked him to put together a “discus: 
sion paper,” which would be the 
“first formal step” toward rebuild- 
ing the bridge 

According to WRA member Ri- 
chard O'Rourke, the bridge was 
condemned in 1972 and then torn 
down. Since then, the primary ac- 
cess routes from the industrial park 
in Woburn to Wilmington have been 
from either Merrimac or School 
streets to Main Street, through resi- 
dential sections 

During the daytime rush, 
southbound traffic on Main Street 
often backs up from the Merrmiac 
Street intersection past the 


Altavesta School, according to 
O'Rourke. At night, northbound 
traffic often extends to Alfred Street 
at Route 128. 

“If the people can just go over 
the railroad tracks to get home, it 
could make things easier,” said 
O'Rourke. “If the funding is there, 
now is the time to step up and do 
something.” 

There has also been talk recently 
about connecting the industrial sec- 
tion to Main Street at the Wilming- 
ton line by extending Breed Av- 
enue, but O’Rourke said the better 
option would be to rebuild the 
bridge 

According to Nicholas 
Paleologos, another WRA member, 
Woburn has been receptive toward 
the rebuilding of the bridge, but 
there has “always been resistance” 
on the Wilmington side of the bor- 
der. 

“Things may have changed 
(since the new interchange has been 
opened),” added Paleologos. “The 
idea that folks on the other side of 
the bridge can jumprightonto Route 
93 may make a difference in their 
thinking.” 

Borchelt said he recently met 
with an official from Wilmington 
who he claimed would “certainly 
would be open to a new proposal” 
for rebuilding the bridge 

“A lot of it is orientation,” said 
WRA Chairman John Marlowe

With a potential of 100,000 em- 
ployees a day traveling tothe North

With construction of the bridge, 
fire crews from North Woburn would 
have a more direct route to Com- 
merce Way andthe new MetroNorth 
area and the regional transporta-

Is there a better way?

Every four years we are faced 
with that most important question. 
It is a question that shapes our 
democracy, determines the course 
of our nation’s future, and strikes 
at the very heart of our civic re- 
sponsibility. It is a question that 
asks, “Is therea better way?” There 
must be! 

On Tuesday, November 7, we 
will be electing a new president. 
Excuse me, I stand corrected. In- 
stead, we will be electing a new 
Electoral College. In the Constitu- 
tion of these United States, our 
Founding Fathers established the 
following process for the election of 
our leader. 

Article II of the Constitution ad- 
dresses the Executive branch of 
the government. Section 1 states, 
“Each State shall appoint, in such 
Manner as the Legislature thereof 
may direct, a Number of Electors, 
equal to the whole Number of Sena- 
tors and Representatives to the 
State may be entitled in the Con- 

‘ess ... The electors shall meet in 
their respective States and vote by 
ballot for two Persons ... And they 
shall make a List of all the Persons 
voted for and of the Number of 
Votes for each; which list they shall 
sign and certify, andtransmit sealed 
to the Seat of the Government of the 
United States ... The Person havin, 
the greatest Number of Votes sha 
be the President...” 

While this Article has been 
tweaked slightly, the basic premise 
remains the same. Is there a better 
way? There must be! 

As a country founded on the 
separation of church and state, we 
pledge to be “one nation, under 

od.” It is under this very same 
Deity that we trust our dollar bills, 
so why should we not trust our 
electoral process in those same 
hands? The Roman Catholic Church 
has a process that eliminates the 
need for campaign finance, track- 
ing polls, sound bites, and the kiss- 
ing of babies. 

The process is defined in Pope 
John Paul II's “Universi Dominici 
Gregis (February 22, 1996)” on the 
Apostolic Constitution and the Elec- 
tion of the Roman Pontiff, which 
you can check out at the Holy See's 
website at www.vatican.va/.

“Older Americans Act” on 
President Clinton’s desk 


BURLINGTON - Wednesday 
night, October 25, the U.S. House of 
Representative passed a reautho- 
rized Older Americans Act (OAA), 
and the following day the U.S. Sen- 
ate unanimously agreed to forward 
the bill to President Bill Clinton's 
desk for signing 

In just two days, Congress did 
what elder rights groups in Mas 
chusetts have been waiting for since 
1992, reauthorization of key legisla- 
tion for senior citizens that dates 
back to 1965. Tucked into the OAA 
bill is the authorization for a new 

million appropriation for a 

mily Caregiver Support” pro- 

gram which will translate into 

roughly $3 million for the Common- 
wealth 

According to Joan Butler, Ex- 
ecutive Director of Minuteman Se- 
nior Services, the Family Caregiver 
Support program will provide grants 
to states based on their percentage 
share of the 70+ population. Massa- 
chusetts has roughly 637,000 people 
over the age of 70, and will get 
about 2.5 percent of the new fund- 
ing, or just over $3 million. The 
funds can be used for information 
to help family caregivers, counsel- 
ing on long term care options, re- 
spite care, and other direct ser- 
vices. “This funding comes just at a 
time when more and more baby 


boomers are asking: “When did my 
parents get old?” Thousands of fami- 
lies in Massachusetts who never 
had to deal with an aging crisis are 
now finding themselves in the thick 
of it,” Butler said. “This new fund- 
ing can help them find their way 
through a very complex and chal- 
lenging system.” Butler said that 
the Family Caregiver program has 
broad bipartisan support, yet the 
overall OAA bill has languished in 
committee for years. Butler added 
that the caregiver funds were a top 
priority of the President and U.S. 
Senator Ted Kennedy. The $3 mil- 
lion in new appropriations will help 
hundreds of Baystate families make 
more informed decisions about how 
to keep the elderly living indepen- 
dently at home. 

President Clinton is expected to 
sign the bill. Last year, the Older 
Americans Act became mired in 
legislative wrangling, and never 
reached the reauthorization stage. 
“Reauthorization breathes new life 
into the Older Americans Act,” 
Butler concluded, “and just in the 
nick of time. This is a law Baby 
Boomers are going to turn to for 
everything from meals on wheels 
to medical transportation. It’s re- 
ally the workhorse of federal legis- 
lature for older people.”

Flu vaccine delayed 


WILMINGTON - Due to a manu- 
facturing problem, flu vaccine will 
not be available until after Novem- 
ber 30. Priority will be given to 
those seniors 65 and older and those 
with chronic disease. 

As soon as vaccine is available 
clinic schedules will be posted on 
Board of Health Web Site on Cable 
tv, newspapers and posters. 

The MIP Vaccine Unit has been 
notified that there will be further 
delays in the delivery of influenza 
vaccine, resulting in temporary 

shortages across the United States. 

In Massachusetts, all local health 
departments and health care pro- 
viders have received at least 40 
percent of their initial allocation of 
state supplied vaccine. The timing 
of future shipments of state sup- 
plied vaccine is not known at this 
time, but is not expected until late 
November or early December. 

Because of the delays in vaccine 
delivery, all local health depart- 
ments and other agencies conduct- 

influenza vaccination clinics 
should implement the following 


strategies: 


*Schedule initial clinics based 
only on the amount of influenza 
vaccine they already have on hand} 

*Target vaccination clinics only 
to those at highest risk of complicat 
tions from influenza, including those 
65 years of age and older and 
younger people with chronic medi- 
cal conditions. 

*Schedule additional clinics in 
December, pending receipt of fur. 
ther vaccine. 

*Encourage healthy et 
younger than 65 years of age to wait 
until December or later to seek 
influenza vaccine for themselves! 

The MIP Vaccine Unit will no- 
tify local health departments and 
health care providers when addi- 
tional state supplied influenza vac, 
cine becomes available. Providers 
who are awaiting privately-pur; 
chased vaccine should contact thei 
vaccine supplier to determine ~ 
status of their order. 

Remember: it is essential 
all available influenza vaccine 
administered to those most at risk 
for complications from influenza.

WILMINGTON Eric 
Gronemeyer of Shawsheen Avenue, 
Wilmington was among the39 mem- 
bers of the 138th Class of the Massa- 
chusetts Firefighting Academy’s 55 
day Recruit Firefighting Program. 
State Fire Marshal Stephen D, Coan 
made the announcement 

This rigorous professional train- 
ing provides our newest firefighters 
with the basic skills to effectively 
and safely perform their jobs. This 
program is offered, tuition free by 
the Massachusetts Fire Academy; 
a division of the Department of 
Fire Services. 

The 39 graduates, including 36 
men and three women, represent 
the fire departments of Auburn, 
Bellingham, Belmont, Cambridge, 
Cohasset, Devens, E. Bridgewater, 
Easthampton, Gardner, Holbrook, 
Hopkington, Lowell, Middleboro, 
Rockland, Salem, Scituate, 
Shrewsbury, Swampscott, Upton, 
Waltham, Watertown, Weston, 
Whitman, Wilmington and Woburn. 

Today’s Fire Department does 
much more than fight fires. They 
are the first ones called to respond 
to chemical and environmental 
emergencies ranging from the sus- 
pected presence of carbon monox- 
ide to a gas leak. They may be 
called to rescue a child who has 
fallen through the ice or who has 
locked himself in the bathroom. 
They rescue people from stalled 
elevators and those whoare trapped 
in vehicle accidents. They test and 
maintain their equipment, ranging 
from self-contained breathing ap- 


paratus to hydrants to hoses, power 
tools and apparatus 

At the Massachusetts 
Firefighting Academy they learn 
all these skills and more from cer- 
tified fire instructors who are also 
experienced firefighters. Students 
learn all the basic skills they need 
to respond to fires and to contain 
and control them. They are also 
given training in public fire educa- 
tion, hazardous material incident 
mitigation, flammable liquids, 
stress management, water rescue 
procedures, confined space rescue 
techniques, and rappelling. The in- 
tensive, 11 week program for mu- 
nicipal firefighters involves class- 
room instruction, physical fitness 
training, firefighter skills training 
and live firefighting practice. 

Students receive classroom train- 
ing in all basic firefighter skills. 
They practice first under non-fire 
conditions and then during con- 
trolled fire conditions. To gradu- 
ate, students must demonstrate 
proficiency in life safety, search 
and rescue, ladder operations, wa- 
ter supply, pump operation, and 
fire attack. Fire attack operations 
range from mailbox fires to mul- 
tiple floor or multiple room struc- 
tural fires. Upon successful comple- 
tion of the Recruit Program all 
students have met national stan- 
dards of National Fire Protection 
Association 1001 and are certified 
tothe level of Firefighter I and II by 
the Massachusetts Fire Training 
Council.

“This helped the caller gain her 
trust,” says Detective Miller. 

The caller told the woman that 
she could sign the back of the 
check when the “company” pre 
sented her with her winnings in 
mid-November. 

When news of the scam was

Plato 
contemplates 
Burlington 


“If 201 years of a town's histo- 
ry could be documented, what 
would it be like?” notes the 
Burlington edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 

“Stacks of boxes, leather- 
bound financial records, card- 
board pouches filled with corre- 
spondence, and more stacks of 
boxes. . 

“This is the setting in which 
Town Archivist/Records 
Manager Lisa ‘Plato plies her 
trade - collecting, compiling, 
cataloguing, and trying to make 
sure there is a place for every- 
thing and everything in its 
place. 

“Her work area consists of a 
small office, larger work room, 
and the state-of-the-art vault, 
constructed during the Town 
Hall renovation. While there still 
seems to be more material than 
space, the area is a dramatic 
improvement from the previous 
vault, in which town records and 
large amounts of dust were col- 
lected. 

“Matching the new surround- 
ings is the new job of town 
archivist, created at the Annual 
Town Meeting in May 1999, at 
the request of Town Clerk Jane 
Chew. 

“Taking over the full-time 
responsibilities was an easy 
transition for Plato who had pre- 
viously worked at the same 
duties in a contracted-services 
arrangement and on a part-time 
basis. 

“In all, Plato has been work- 
ing at the town’s records and 
archives since September 1997, 
except for a five month hiatus. 
She said she realizes her brief 
departure was ‘a mistake, but 
noted that she did avoid one of 
the moves between Town Hall 
and the temporary town offices. 

“Plato, who started her 
career in museum registration, 
saidvshe enjoys the variety of 
duties and materials she deals 
with on the job. 

“She graduated from the 
University of California-

“If City Hall had a persona, it 
would probably be someone like 
actor Burt Reynolds - a little 
old, a bit of a checkered history, 
but lately getting rave reviews,” 
notes the Woburn edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“The latest addition to the 
building - a new audio and video 
system in City Council cham- 
bers - made its official debut 
and was hailed as a consider- 
able improvement. 

“Tt brings City Hall into the 
2Ist Century, said City Council 
President. Anthony Imperioso 
‘The old sound system and the 
camera were terrible. The pic- 
ture quality and the sound quali- 
ty are vastly improved, which is 
a plus for the people of Woburn’ 


“The new video system was 
installed by MediaOne as part of 
its contractual agreement to 
provide local access services to 
the city, according to mayoral 
aide Thomas Smith. 


“Three robotic cameras 
mounted to the ceiling of City 
Council chambers are cabled to 
monitors in a cabinet located to 
the rear of the rostrum. Instead 
of one view from a manually 
operated camera just below the 
dais, cable viewers of City 
Council meetings will get any 
one of a number of looks from 
the less obtrusive ‘eyes-in-the- 
sky. 


“It’s state-of-the-art, digital 
technology,’ said Smith, who 
also serves on the city’s Cable 
Advisory Committee. ‘My 
biggest concern was how the 
cameras would blend in with the 
ceiling, but it doesn’t appear to 
be a problem.’ 


“The biggest plus may be the 
new sound system, which allows 
members of the audience to 
actually hear and understand 
what the councilors and City

Ethylene qlycol, a common 
ingredient in most brands of 
antifreeze, is extremely toxic to 
dogs and cats. When ethylene 
alycol is metabolized, substances 
are produced that can damage 
the kidneys and central nervous 
system, The animal may exhib 
it depression, signs of alcohol 
intoxication, or vomiting. When 
kidney damage occurs, urine 
output decreases and is eventu 
ally nonexistent. Vomiting, 
mouth sores, increasingly bad 
breath, and severe depression 
may occur, Coma and death 
often follow ethylene glycol poi 
soning 

Poisoning often occurs when 
antifreeze leaks from a car's 
cooling system or when 
antifreeze is changed.

The incredible regular season 
run for the Wilmington High boys' 
soccer team came to a happy end- 
ing on Monday night in the pouring 
rain as the ‘Cats made it eight wins 
in their last nine games defeating 
Tewksbury 5-3 under the lights at 
Alumni Stadium.

"Under those conditions [pour- 
ing rain, extremely cold, and water 
and mud puddles on the field] we 
did pretty well," said interim coach 
Steve Scanlon of the win over Tewks- 
bury. "We wanted to get a win 
before the tournament. But it was 
tough playing out there. I don't 
think we would've let up three goals 
(innormal circumstances] because 
it was very hard to keep your foot- 
ing." 

Both teams had chancesto score 
early on but didn't finish but with 
8:36 left in the half, Adam Jensen 
got things going and he never 
stopped all night. Taking the ball 
down the left wing sidelines, Jensen 
booted a hard low shot past 
goaltender Kyle Ritchie for goal 
number one on the night. 

Goal number two came 21 min- 
utes later. Mike Halas took a throw- 
in just over mid-field mark on the 
right sidelines.

Jensen crept in 
behind, picked up the loose ball and 
chipped it past Ritchie to the low 
left corner making it 2-0.

> Tewksbury showed a lot of life

Adams took another 
corner kick and once againit proved 
to be vital as Ryan Russell got a 
piece of the ball to redirect it tying 
the game at 2-2 with 34 minutes left 
in the game. 

But less than two minutes after 
that, Jensen was at it again. He was 
fed a nice go ahead pass from Chris 
Calloway, and Jensen got the hat 
trick when he rifled a line drive 
shot into the low left corner again 
giving the 'Cats the lead for good. 

Wilmington would add two more 
goals, including Jensen's fourth and 
most impressive tally of the game.

From the Dros Box 


An independent look 
at the upcoming state 
tournaments ; 


It's been a while since I've done 
this column. I've been wanting to 
write one for the past several weeks 
on various subjects, but because we 
have no space available, I couldn't 
do so. 

But now that the state tourna- 
mentis here, Isomehow foundsome 
room. 

This fall athletic season has seen 
the female sport teams take a slight 
advantage of the boys's teams, in 
terms of wins and losses and get- 
ting into the state tournament. This 
past week was an hist pric week for 
Tewksbury female sports as the 
field hockey team won its first ever 
league title, and the following day 
the girls' soccer team qualified for 
the state tournament for the first 
time as a member of the Merrimack 
Valley Conference (they qualified 
one other time in its inaugural sea- 
son as an independent team). 

Those two Tewksbury teams 
along with the two soccer teams 
from Wilmington and the field 
hockey team begin their quest this 
week for a state championship. 
Here's my analysis of what will 
happen: 

Field Hockey 


Both Wilmington and Tewksbury 
will fight for the spotlight in Divi- 
sion 2 North. Tewksbury won two 
very exciting and dramatic games 
last season before being ousted by 
Rockport, Wilmington's opening 
round opponent, in the semi-finals 
of the North bracket. 

Although I said this in my lead 
paragraph of the tournament pre- 
view on the front page of the Tewks- 
bury section, it's not that difficult 
to know the reasons behind a winor 
a loss for Pat Ryser's team come 
state tournament time. Of the six 
tournament games the team has 


played since Ryser's arrival, the 
team has two wins and four losses. 
The two wins, were a 1-0 overtime 
win against Belmont anda2-1 stroke 
off four overtime win against 
Wayland. Of their four losses? All 
of them were 1-0, to Rockport, 
Georgetown, Tyngsboro and 
Belmont; they opened with Belmont 
in the first round on Wednesday. 

So let's figure this one out: if the 
trend continues, all Tewksbury has 
todoisscoreat least one goal to win 
a tournament game; if the trend 
continues and they don't score at 
least one goal in the tournament, 
then they lose. 

Tewksbury actually drew a very 
good bracket. If they keep winning, 
they won't face Watertown, and its 
sevenstate titles under coach Eileen 
Donaghue, until the north sectional 
finals. 

If Wilmington wins on Wednes- 
day against Rockport (10 ties dur- 
ing the season, so most likely one 
goal for Wilmington will sure up a 
win) they will face Watertown in 
the second round, on Friday at their 
place. Yikes! 

Watertown is 18-0 this season 
coming off a 2-1 loss to Greenfield 
in the state finals after beating 
Marblehead, Hamilton-Wenham, 
Rockport and Mansfield to get there. 
They were 16-1-1 last season during 
the regular season, so they have 
combined to go 38-1-1 in their last 40 
games - all of that hasn't lead them 
to a state title yet. As a matter of 
fact they haven't won a state title 
since 1997 and they certainly are 
very hungry for one this year. Mary 
Rogers, is the last of the four leg- 
endary sisters to go through the 
family, is she like her sisters can 
play the game of field hockey. 

If Tewksbury and Watertown do 
face off against each other in the 
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sectional finals, it should be a very 
interesting match-up: the ferocious 
offense of Watertown against the 
very tough defense of Tewksbury. 

I haven't watched Wilmington 
as much as I've watched Tewks- 
bury this season. Their team is a 
little different - it seems like whom- 
ever has the hot hand leads the 
team for a game or two until some- 
oneelse jumps upto take the charge 
for another game or two 

If several players get hot in the 
tournament, they couldeasily knock 
a team or two off. I don't think they 
are in the caliber of Watertown, but 
I do think if their midfielders and 
forwards control the ball, they can 
certainly make some noise. » 

Tewksbury can play with the 
best of them, they just have to 
score, period. 

Girls Soccer 

Since the pairings haven't been 
released yet, I don't know as much 
as I could when talking about who 
both Wilmington and Tewksbury 
will be going up against in the tour- 
nament. 

Both teams will certainly have 
their hands full. Tewksbury will 
most likely be one of the last seeds 
with their 6 wins, and they are 
going to face one of the top seeds 
whether there is a preliminary game 
against another lower seeds or not. 

Tewksbury could make some 
noise in the tournament but I do 
believe that they are much stron; 
ger and better teams out there that 
will give them a lot of trouble. 

If I play coach for the tourna- 
ment, I know that I have a pretty 
good defense led by all-star goalie 
Kelly Boyle, all-star sweeper Lindsy 
Orpen, while, Emma DelloRusso 
and Mandy Venuti have strong legs 
to clear the ball out. With that, the 


team alsohas some very good speed 
in the middle of the field to come 
back and help out the defenders. 

So if play coach, I take my 
chances and move Jackie Greer up 
to center-forward until Tewksbury 
has a lead. Once Tewksbury takes 
the lead, then move her back to 
center halfback spot and let her 
and everyone else clear everything 
out of sight and sit on the lead. 

As for Wilmington, if they find’a 
goalie fornextyear to replace Bec! 
Rufo this team should be very good 
behind Diane Dellascio, Ashley 
Steenbruggen, Rachel See, Lauren 
Rappoli, Michaela Rufo, Mary 
Sullivan and others. 

This team has nothing to lose 
heading into the tournament. They’ 
weren't suppose to be there, they 
will get a pretty good seed, and' 
could very well carry their ex- 
tremely impressive play right into 
the tournament and knock off a few 
teams they weren't suppose to. Or' 
they might get knocked out in the 
first round by a more experienced 
team. Either way they still win. 


Boys Soccer 

Most definitely a darkhorse in 
the tournament in my opinion. There 
will be plenty of very good teams in 
the bracket from top to bottom so it 
won't be a cakewalk, but winning 
of your last 9 games gives youa lot 
of momentum heading in. 

If Dan Alosco can play the way 
he did in the second half of the 
Tewksbury game, Wilmington can 
make a real run because they have 
the defense with Tim Riley and 
have a handful of players who cap 
score behind Adam Jensen, Mike 
Halas and Mike Kelley. 

Also watch out for Willie Fiumara 
- remember you heard it here firs:

Girls teams didn't like 
this warm up game

This was suppose to be a warm- 
up game. Instead it turned out to be 
amiserable night with players from 
both teams walking off the field 
with dripping wet uniforms in the 
absolute freezing temperatures on 
cold, raw Monday night under the 
lights at Alumni Stadium.

“We actually played pretty well 
despite the conditions," said Wild- 
cat head coach Sue Hendee. "We 
hada day like this against Amesbury 
earlier in the season and we domi- 
nated them and I thought we domi- 
nated again tonight. I think the bad 
conditions forces us to get more 
control of the ball. We made some 
nice overlapping runs and some 
nice touch passes." 

While Hendee was satisfied with 
what she witnessed, Manzi voiced 
his frustrations 

"I think they played a little bit 
tougher to the ball than we did," he 
said. "The refs did a good job - I 
thought they called a good game 
except [one referee] would not pro- 
tect the goalie.
